Son Met Ship at Quarantine. 

The France arrived at Quarantine 
at 2 o’clock yesterday. afternoon. 
There J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr. went 
on board the vessel from the little 
steamer used .by Dr. McConnell, the 
Port Health Officer. Herbert H. Sat- 
terlee, his brother-in-law, met him 
as he climbed over the. side, and 
‘after a brief greeting. to his sister, 
Mrs. Satterlee, ,and his little niece, 
Miss Helen Hamilton, Mr. Morgan, 
accompanied by Mr... Satterlee, en- 
tered the mortuary chapel where the 
coffin containing his.father’s Body 
reposed.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The first 
break of real conbequence in the 
ranks of House Democrats over the 
Underwood Tariff bill came sudden- 
ly to-day when several Ohio Repre- 
sentatives, who are opposed to hav- 
ing raw wool put .on the free lst,.

Those who believe that the original judg- 
ment of the Ways and Means Committee 
in placing a duty of 15. per cent. on raw, 
wool was more just to the farmer than 
free wool, and more in accordance with our 
platform declarations, and -who desire to 
aid in the fight: for the return of at least 
this duty in the present bill, are urged to 
meet in the majority room of the House 
office building at 10 A. M. Saturday. This 
letter is hurriedly forwarded to you by re- 
quest of numerous members who are vitally 
interested in this matter. 

The issuance of this call produced the 
biggest sensation since the beginning of 
the tariff hearings, and brought to a 

focus the opposition to the Tariff bill 
among House Democrats. It is thought 
to ae an end to the hope of President 
Wilson and the House leaders that the 
bill can be pushed through the House 
with a reasonable degree of harmony. 

Say State Leaders Back Them. 


The seven Ohio Democrats who signed 
the call for the meeting are a minority 
of the delegation, the twelve other Dem- 
ocratic Representatives from that State 
not joining with them.

ELOQUENTAPPEAL TO WORLD 


Address of. New Republic’s Leaders 
Wins Cabinet Praise—Reminis- 
cent of the Inaugural. 


Special to The neo York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Recognition 
of the Chinese Republic. by the United 
States is now waiting only for the elec- 
tion of a President by the Constitutional 
Assembly which began its sessions at 
Peking this week. 

In response to a request from Secre- 
tary Bryan, Mr. Williams, the Chargé 
d’Aftaires at Peking, has cabled the 
text of the “world. address’’ issued by 
the Constitutional Assembly, and this 
was read at the Cabinet meeting to-day, 
winning the praise of the President and 
his advisers. State Department officials 
thought it: reflected the influence of the 


young Chinese members who. have been 
educated in American~ colleges. In its 
Enale it reads a little like Wilson’s in- 
augural ‘address. The address was: us 
follows: 

On this eighth day of the fourth 
month in the second year of the Re- 

ublic of China, the date fixed for the 
First opening of our Permanent Na- 
tional. Assembly, the members of the 
Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives, having met in these halls to 
celebrate the event, now. make this 
declaration of their ‘sentiments. 

The will of Heaven is manifested 
through the will of the people. That 
the hundreds of millions of people 
possess the authority of the State is 
not proclaimed now for the first time. 
The monarchy, so Jong corrupt, Le 
unworthy of the grave responsibilities 
entrusted to it by the will of the: peo- 
ple, but with the introduction of popu- 

ar government the representatives of 
the people must share the likes and 
dislikes of the people. They are to 
give expression to the desires and voice 
the. will of the ople; they hold the 
reins in behalf of the nation to govern 
with severity or oreeey with parsi- 
mony or extravagance; they become 
the pivot upon which the prosperity ot 
the State is made to turn. For the 
success or failure, safety or danger, 
adversity or good fortune theirs is. the 
merit or the blame. 

Can we. be otherwise than: anxious? 
Yet through great tribulation the 
Spring come to. prosperity, and our 
very bad -management and anxieties 
are a means to happiness. Now, there- 
fore, we unite to form this assembly 
and presume to publish our aspira- 
tions. 

May ours be a just government! 
May our five races lay aside their 
prejudices! May rain and sunshine 
bring bounteous harvest and cause the 
husbandmern to, rejoice! May the 
scholar be happy in his home and the 
mer¢hant conduct his trade’ in peace! 
May no duty of Government be unful- 
filled and no hidden wound go unre- 
dressed! 

Thus may the glory be spread abroad 
and these our words be echoed far and 
wide, that those in distant lands, who 
hear, may rejoice, our neighbors on 
every side give us praise, and may 
the new life of the old nation be last- 
ing and unending! Who of us can 
dare to de neglectful of his duties!

Bullard Estate to Give Rawlinson 
Collection to the Museum. 

By Marconi Transatrantic Wireless Tela- 
graph to The New York Times | 

- LONDON, Saturday, April 12.—The 
Morning Post announces that W. G. 
Rawlinson’s fine collection of Turé 
ner’s “ Liber Studiorum” will hence- 
forward enrich the art treasures of 
America. The purchaser was Mr. 
Bullard of Boston, a well-known. col- 
lector of Turner engravings, partic- 
ularly those of the Liber Studiorum. 

For a considerable pertod Mr. Bul- 
lard pressed Mr. Rawlinson to sell 
the collection to him. with the inten- 
tion of presenting it-~with his own 
collection to the Boston’ Museum. 
Mr. Rawlinson finally agreed to sell 
at a figure little more than what he 
paid himself, plus about 2 per cent, 
to cover the cost of insurance. But 
shortly after the purchase was rati- 
fied Mr. Bullard -died. 

The Morning Post now learns that 
his relatives have decided te carry out 
his wishes, and the entire Liber Stu- 
diorum is to go to the Boston Mu- 
seum. There are few. finer collections 
than this, though the British Museum 
possesses one that outranks it. This 
fact made it easier for Mr. Rawlinson 
to sell the engravings which he had 
been collecting for about forty years. 
He. says that Turner is better repre- 
sented in public.and private galleries 
than any other British artist. 

‘“‘T am glad my Liber Studiorum is 
going to Boston, where it will be fully 
appreciated and kept together for all 
time.” 

The value of Rawlinson’s collection 
lies chiefly in the fact that it con- 
tain’s a number of plates showing 
Turner’s corrections in the trial 
proofs. In most cases these proofs 
are richer in tone and convey the 
spirit and character of the landscapes 
with greater impressiveness than is 
found in later proofs. _Those ~eén- 
graved by Turner himself are the 
best. 

Turner began the work on the Liber 
Studiorum in, 1807 when he was 82. 
it’ was.to be published in parts, each 
containing five engravings. The work 
at first was a success, but Turner did 
not treat his subscribers fairly, his 
innate. penuriousness, says Rawlin- 
son, made’ him invariably mix a cer- 
tain number of “prints” ~ with 
“proofs.’”’ The parts appeared irregu- 
larly at long intervals until 1819, 
when the publication, was finally 
stopped. Only seventy-one of the 100 


plates originally planned reached the 


public. Turner’s engravings on cop- 
per and steel plates were sold at 
Christies in-1873 and 1874. The stock 


of the Liber Studiorum alone realized 
nearly $90;000, one set of the seventy- 
ohe proofs bringing $4,462.

Belgian Miners, Textile’ and 
Metal Workers and Quarry- 
men to Go Out. 


DOCK WORKERS DOUBTFUL 


Steamship Lines Cancel Antwerp 
Sailings—Workers Withdraw 
Bank Deposits. 


BRUSSELS, April 11.—Belgium: stands 
to lose $800,000 every day, the. general 
strike lasts, if, as the Socialists declare 
and hope, 50 per cent. of the workers 
leave their jobs next Monday. 

The full realization of the-~tremendous 
economic blow that is impending is be- 
ginning to permeate all sections of the 
population, and a feeling if great un- 
easiness reigns throughout the country. 
The Government and the local authori- 
ties are fast completing. final .prepara- 
tions to meet all emergencies. ~ 

According to the: latest’ reports from 
the’ strike centres the walkout will be 
complete among the miners, metal work- 
ers; quarrymen, and textile .workers. 

The decision of. the glass workers to 
jéin the strike has produced something 
like consternation. Every furnace that 
is permitted to die down.must be de- 
stroyed with dynamite’ and rebuilt. This 
will involve a total cost of $180,000. 
There are twenty-seven furnaces in 
Belgium, whose export of window glass 
amounts to $1,000,000 a month. As to 
the blast furriaces, a majority of which 
will be allowed to cool off, their ex- 
tinction will mean a clean loss of $20,00u 
daily. 

The Antwerp dock workers are caus- 
ing the strike organizers some uneasi- 
ness. They appear to be doubtful as. to 
whether they ‘will stop work, and des- 
perate efforts are being.made to secure 
their adhesion to the strike movement. 
A strike by. these men would be most 
impertant, as it would bottle: up the 
entire export and import trade. 

. A large number of workmen are with- 
drawing their money.from the savings 
banks. 

According to the information here, 
neither the railways nor the newspapers 
will be affected. It is.said that the rail- 
ways have. sufficient: coal on hand to 
last them six weeks. ‘The printers, it is 
reported, have decided to. make a large 
contribution to the strike.fund, but to 
remain at work. é 

Many employers are subscribing to the 
strike fund, considering this a means to 
insure their property. from.damage, the 
men agreeing to pump the. mines, keep 
the furnaces going,. and generally pro- 
tect the masters’ property. 


ANTWERP, April 11.—The’ situation 
here is becoming more and more com- 
plex. Last . Wednesday the Red Star 
Line sent off an additional’ steamer in 
order to clear away the merchandise 
waiting on the dock. Now another line 
announces that, in view. of thé. possible 
inability to load its .vessels, 1t will 
eancel the sailing dates of six. team- 
ers.

If the ‘strike 
is not adjusted by Monday the city will 
take charge of the situation, and in that 
event it will be necessary to haul the 
‘garbage and other refuse out to sea past 
the three-mile limit in scows. 

While the strike will put the two de- 
partments. to no little inconvenience, 
officials of the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment said last night that there would be 
no resultant danger to the health of the 
community, even if the strike continued 
for an indefinite period, Secreta?y Whit- 
ney said that there were enough scows 
now at the waterfront docks to handlé 
the refiise collected to-day and to-mor- 
row, and that others could easily be ob- 
tained.

‘TRAVEL OVER THE BRIDGES. 
A few months ago the fares on the 
local cars across the Williamsburg 
Bridge were reduced by one cent’ to 
two cents. The result has been: that 
the traffic has grown from fifty-six 
ears; hourly to sixty-six, and now it 
is ‘Necessary to provide. fresh track 
accommodations: There is no reason 
to doubt-that the same-result would 
be realized.on ‘all the other bridges 
between the boroughs. The effect on’ 
the’ stimulation, of travel would be ine 
creased if the local cars made.a cir- 
cuit into the boroughs whose edge 
they touch at the extremities of the 
bridges.

CONVICTS WHO APPEAL. 


Shériff Harburger Attacks Bill Plac- 
ing Them In His Care. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has just been called to 
a bifl which has been Introduced. in the 
Assembly (printed No. 2016, introduc- 
tion No. 1777,) and which provides that 
upon a conviction of murder. in the first 
degree a prisoner is to remain in the 
custody of the Sheriff. of the county 
until after the appeal from such con- 
viction has been passed upon by the 
Court of Appeals. This bill should not 
pass the Legislature, as it is absolute- 
ly impracticable, unjust, and a bad law 
from_every standpoint. 

Under its provisions. I, as Sheriff of 
New York County, would be compelled 
to retain the custody, for a period of 
eight months or more of first degree 
murderers without having any facili- 
ties or any. sufficient guard to take 
care and watch over such prisoners. I 
have. only six prison guards to take 
care of approximately sixteen thousand 
prisoners sentenced: to prison per year. 
My force is insufficient for. its duties 
even under the. present system, and it 
would be impossible to take care of the 
murderers during ‘the: time their appeal 
was pending. . I doubt. whether such 
prisoners could be lodged -in~«the Ne 


York City prison inasmuch as the pris- 
onersin such. prison are in the custody 
of the Department of Correction, and 
not in the custody.of the Sheriff, and 
the prisoners in New York Courity 
jail on ey civil prisoners 
A HARBURGER, "Bherset.
